voluntarily that amount of the brew* 
which is regarded as “indispensable.” 
“With the strongly patriotic feel­ 
ings that inspire all branches of our 
people,” continues the announcement, 
“it is assumed without Question that 
the breweries will bear present condi­ 
tions in mind and will be willing to 
do their share toward the well-being 
of our troops.” 
The report adds that the soldiers 
have to buy the “beer which is in­ 
dispensable to 
their 
strengthening 
and well-being,” out of 
their

pockets, a

ities in their establishment of prices 
paid or to be paid.

Not for tw enty years have the pros­ 
pects along the Rhine, Moselle and 
Saar been so glowing, and it looks as 
if the 
1915er” will come to dispute 
honors with the famous “1893er,” the 
best 
vintage 
Germany has had rn 
m any a decade. 
The 1911 vintage was much above 
he average, but with this exception 
he years since 1893 have been called 
thin and acidulous . Wines of the 1911 
vintage are naturally scarce and dear. 
so it is high time in the interests o 
both the w ine growers and wine lovers 
that another banner vintage should 
come along, y 
The long dreuth this year In Ger 
many was particularly favorable foi 
I he vineyardists. 
The 
dryness 
anc 
high tem peratures not only furthered 
the development of the grapes, bu. 
also presented conditions highly un 
favorable to the development of the 
various diseases and insect enemies 
of the vine . The latter circum stances 
were particularly fortunate this veal 
in view of the reduced force of labor * 
ers available for the care of the vine 
yards. 
At this writing the crop is nearly ; 
month further advanced 
than 
ordi 
narily . Hence, when the grapes be 
come ripe and the 
police 
official!: 
close the vineyards, 
even 
agains 
their owners, to

gat herm/ 
before 
the 
crop becomes “edelre^f 
(literally, “noble-ripe”)

equally satisfactory 
For the gathering 
of 
this bumpe 
crop there are 
fortunately availabb 
thousands of w ar prisoners from th* 
vine districts of France, skilled hel- 
offering a complete substitute for the 
German laborers at the front. 
The w ar has caused much less dir 
turbaned in the wine trade than migh 
have been expected. In the first for 
weeks the consumption fell off great 
Iv, but 
conditions 
rapidly improve! 
and many of the leading wine deal 
ers declare th at they are doing a* 
large a business as in normal years 
In only one 
respect 
are conditions 
changed. 
While 
the 
wine drinker.- 
are drinking as much wine as usual 
they are 
drinking 
cheaper 
brands 
The result is that the so-called “smal 
wines” are growing scarce. There i 
still a fair amount of Bordeaux 
or 
hand, but the 
cheaper 
Rhines ant 
Moseles are near exhaustion, and th« 
German red wines are practically a1 
gone. As a result the prices of these 
cheaper wines are 
just 
now begin 
ning to rise. 
Of the better grade wines, howev 
er, there is no lack, and 
the prices 
have not been raised. This is particu 
larly true of Bordeaux, of which, ac 
cording to competent authority, Ger 
many possesses

Faris, Aug. 18.—There 
are 
more 


rtfan in Paris now' than there have 
been since the eve of the battle of 
the Marne, when the army of the de­ 
fense of Paris crept out by night to 
its heroic wTork on Von Kluck’s west­ 
ern wing and left the city of light 
drained of every man able to bear 
arms. 
For, though the French capi­ 
tal is itself still almost on the front, 
there never have been many troops 
stationed in the city since the early 
days of hostilities. 
The business of France 
for 
the 
present hour is w'ar, and those who 
are not actually engaged in it are in 
depots scattered throughout the re­ 
public, making themselves ready or 
holding them selves in readiness. 
To the casual eye the only men of 
fighting age in Paris, so far, hare 
been the wounded. 
But now it is dif­ 
ferent. 
The entire redistribution of 
the forces of France, necessitated by 
the enactment of the Dalbiez law, is 
in progress; and thousands of men 
are being brought in from the front 
i and from the depots back of the lines 
I to serve their country in the produo- 
j tion of the material of war, and to 
be replaced in the trenches by those 
who lack the skilled, technical train- 
I 
9 
ing to be used in this specialized field. 
The Dalbiez law' was passed out of 
the conviction of the French that the 
war will last at least another winter, 
and that it is well, in view' of the 
enormous consumption of munitions, 
equipment, artillery and food stuffs 
rendered essential by the nature of 
this siege warfare, to organize the en 
tire nation on the lines of a long cam­ 
paign conducted at the highest level 
of technical efficiency. 
To do this every skilled workman 
capable of aiding in the manufacture 
of any of the thousands of articles 
required is being transferred to th< 
production corps. 
At 
present, 
and 
doubtless 
for 
some time to come 
while this readjustment is in process 
the people of Paris are being treated 
to the sight of their 
defenders, 
in 
their mussy campaign uniforms and 
all that shaggy, bearded, unkeptness 
which has earned them their nick­ 
name of “poilus”—the hairy ones. 
During 
working 
hours 
they 
are 
scarcely in evidence . It is along the 
boulevards in the evenings or on Sun­ 
day, or better still in the early morn­ 
ings that one sees them, suddenly re­ 
converted to domesticity, after almost 
a year in the trenches, accompanying 
their wives to the Hailes, the great 
municipal market of Paris, basket or. 
arm, each in tow* of some woman radi­ 
ant in the pride of her returned wrar 
rior. 
Now and then the air of do­ 
mesticity has been acquired at the ex­ 
pense of hair and 
beard, 
and 
tho 
faces and necks of the “poilus,” shorn 
of 
their 
hirsute 
adornments, 
are 
striking mixtures of piratical tan on 
cheekbones and forehead, and a curi­ 
ous unhealthy pallor where beard and 
long 
hair 
have 
protected the skin 
from "sun and wind.

Many a Farmer Pay* Dearly for Priv­ 
ilege of Planting Something He 
Would Be Better Rid Of. 


(By 8. B. NUCKOLS, Colorado Experi­ 
ment Station.) 
Many farmers are paying as much 
as a dollar per pound for the oppor­ 
tunity to plant, on the farm, several 
pounds of weed seed each year. Oth­ 
ers do not pay as much for the oppor­ 
tunity to sow the seed but the cost 
of eradicating these weeds costs them 
many hours of labor and no small 
amount of money. 
The manner in 
which they avaU themselves of the 
opportunity varies, but to give a spe­ 
cific and true example—an actual oc­ 
currence. 
Two samples of alfalfa seed are 
offered for sale, one for $20 per hun­ 
dred and the other for $16 per hun­ 
dred. 
Sample No. I tests as follows: 
Weed seeds, none. 
Chaff and dirt, none. 
\ 
Germination, 94 per cent perfect 
Sample No. 2 tests: 
Weed seed, seven per cent, much of 
which is sweet clover which is not 
very noticeable to the average farmer. 
Chaff and dirt, two per cent 
Germination, 80 per cent perfect. 
If you buy 100 pounds of No. I you 
get 94 pounds of seed that will grow' 
at a cost of $20, or a cost of $21.28 for 
IOO pounds of perfect seed. 
For No. 2 you pay $16 for 71 
pounds of perfect seed, or $22.54 for 
IOO pounds of perfect seed. 
In the above case you pay $1.26 for 
the 
privilege 
of 
planting 
seven 
pounds of weed seed on your farm.

Houston’s Loss Over Two 
Millions. 
Houston (By Mail to Dallas.) Aug. 
18.—Though only one person, a negro, 
lost his life here, Houston bas sustain­ 
ed a* ios* of from $2,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000. 
Not a single business house, 
not a single residence escaped dam­ 
age. At 4:30 this morning the barom­ 
eter fell lo 28.21, the third lowest read­ 
ing in the history of the world. 
At 
that time windpuffs attained a velocity 
of 90 miles. 
Five thousand refugees are here 
from Galveston, coming from there 
after the storm warnings were issued. 
It is said Galveston’s seawall and 
causeway acted as buffers and pre­ 
vented a wholesale 
destruction 
of 
lives. 
Grave fears are generally express­ 
ed and Houston is bowed with appre­ 
hension over the unknown fate of its 
sister city. The storm raged here from 
7:30 p. rn., to 5.30 a. m. 
The wind 
blewr from all directions. 
Two furniture concerns alone have 
losses of $250,000. 
In these places 
plate glass windows were broken, ah 
lowing seven and one-half inches of 
rain to fill the storerooms. 
This was the largest twenty-four- 
hour rain in history of Houston. The 
storm is thought to have struck the 
main land between Houston and Gal­ 
veston. 


Galveston Has Suffered Greatly.

(Coattailed From Pace One.) 


The Missouri river is almost unlim­ 
ited in power, without conscience and 
a grim joker in the bargain. At the 
time one man is cursing the stream 
for his poverty another may be bless­ 
ing it for his riches, having acquired 
a farm of five or six hundred acres 
absolutely free of charge, where he 
originally had one acre. 
For instance, to view the discour-i 
aging side of it, first James Love in! 
1888 refused $80,000 for his farm of. 
320 acres on the river 
bank 
near 
Randolph, Mo. 
Since then the river 
has washed it all away. 
But 
the 
river’s 
appetite is n o t! 
alone for farms. 
In the early days 
Barney, Neb., was a prosperous town 
with a railroad station and a bank 
and 
many comfortable 
residences. 
Thirty years ago Barney was a rival 
of Nebraska City, with the chances 
favoring Barney. 
Then the Missouri 
river swept in. 
The 
railroad 
w as! 
forced to move its tracks to higher 
ground. The people built a dam and 
riprapped the banks, all to no avail. 
Gradually the river swept up to the 
town and house after house had to be 
moved toward the bluffs. Those which 
could not be moved were flooded and 
swept away until finally in 1907 a 
blacksmith’s shop, all that remained 
of the once prosperous town of 1,600 
inhabitants, was carried 
down 
the 
river . On the other 
hknd 
several 
towns which once were situated on 
the river bank are now left far away 
from it by the 
river’s 
change 
of 
course. 
Last 
July 
the 
river decided to 
change its channel near Wellington, 
Mo., and a few days later boats were 
sailing over what had been farm land. 
Many suffered, but some gained by 
the trick. 
At the north end of the 
district cut off as an island, a woman 
owned about 500 acres. The river be­ 
gan to build out in the stream until 
it formed twelve hundred acres, sep­ 
arated from her land only by a narrow 
slough. 
The intervening water, how­ 
ever, prevented her from claiming it 
as an accretion and it was surveyed 
by the Lafayette county court 
and 
sold to the woman for $1.25 an acre. 
The river’s prank left the land mttes 
away 
from 
the 
channel, and Baylis 


county people say her farm is worth 
$100,000. 
Several years ago J. D. Shoewalter, 
an 
Independence, 
Mo., 
attorney, 
owned a farm in the same vicinity. 
The river ate it away until only a 
quarter of an acre 
remained, 
but 
Shoewalter held on. At last the river 
began to return his land and the qua|* 
ter of an acre grew slowly until noir 
it is 160 acres larger than the origi­ 
nal farm.
